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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Claim 37 has been amended as requested in the amendment filed on June 22, 2007. 
Following the amendment, claims 37, 42, 44 and 51 are pending in the instant application. 

Claims 37, 42, 44 and 51 are under examination in the instant office action. 

2. Any objection or rejection of record, which is not expressly repeated in this action has 
been overcome by Applicant's response and withdrawn. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed on June 22, 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
deemed to be persuasive for the reasons set forth below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in* this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 37, 42, 44 and 51 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Lee et al., 1991 in view of Harlow and Lane, 1988. 

Applicant traverses the rejection on the premises that "the fact that Lee disclose a 
fragment of A68 corresponding to amino acids 25 1-264 of tau does not mean it is similarly 
phosphorylated as tau" and further that "Lee does not disclose or even suggest the specific 
phosphorylatable fragment/epitope of tau as set forth in the present claims, let alone such a 
fragment for the purpose of generating an antibody that can distinguish between phosphorylated 
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and dephosphorylated tau" (p. 5 of the Response). Applicant's arguments have been given 
careful consideration but found to be not persuasive for the following reasons. 

The instant claims 37, 42, 44 and 51 are directed to an immunogenic composition 
comprising a tau peptide comprising amino acid sequence 259-267 of SEQ ID NO: 1 and method 
of producing antibody by using that that composition as an immunogen. The cited art clearly 
discloses immunogenic composition comprising tau peptide comprising fragment 259-267 of 
SEQ ID NO: 1, which was obtained by the same technique as disclosed in the instant 
specification, such as isolated from the human Alzheimer's brains. Since the immunogenic 
composition was known in the prior art, the results of using the same composition for antibody 
production are reasonably expected to produce the same antibodies. The fact that art does not 
specifically disclose the specific epitope within the entire tau peptide to be more 
"phosphorylateble" than the other epitope or "the specific significance of the serine residue at 
position 262" does not serve as distinguishing feature for the instant claimed composition. It is . 
* irrelevant that the prior art did not specifically recognize the significance of phosphorylation of 
serine at 262 because this epitope is a part of inherent naturally occurring structure of the 
pathological tau and it has been fully disclosed in prior art and used for antibody production. See 
Toro Co. v. Deere & Co., 355 F.3d 1313, 1320, 69 USPQ2d 1584, 1590 (Fed. Cir. 2004)("[T]he 
fact that a characteristic is a necessary feature or result of a prior-art embodiment (that is itself 
sufficiently described and enabled) is enough for inherent anticipation, even if that fact was 
unknown at the time of the prior invention.") 

Thus, for reasons of record in the previous office action and reasons above, the instant 
rejection is maintained.
